Acknowledgement of Applicant's Amendments 

1 . The After Final Amendment filed June 22, 2004 has not been entered due to the fact that 
it raises new issues that would require further consideration and/or search. The new issues are: 
newly presented claim 22 includes "about 5 weight % or less white pigment" within the scope of 
the claim while claim 9 includes only "less than about 5 % by weight of a white pigment" within 
the scope of the claim ("about 5 weight %" is not included within the scope of claim 9), newly 
presented claim 25 requires that the white pigment is titanium dioxide, newly presented claim 26 
requires that the packaging material wherein at least one of the outer layers comprises white 
pigment (as claimed in newly presented claim 22 and in claim 9) comprise a white pigment in 
the intermediate layer (this combination of white pigment in both the intermediate layer and at 
least one of the outer layers is a new issue), and newly presented claim 27 requires that "all of 
the plastic layers are made of the same as the plastic" (presumably, all of the plastic layers are 
made of the same plastic): claims 14 and 15 do not require that all of the "at least two layers of 
plastic" are made of the same plastic. 

ANSWERS TO APPLICANTS ARGUMENTS

newly presented claims 17-31, which have not been entered for the reasons provided above.
